EXECUTIVE  SUMMARY 


Information  Technology  Activities  and  Initiatives;  The  budget 
request  supports  agency  requirements  for  telecommunications  and 
automated  information  technology.  The  automated  information 
technology  costs  involve  hardware,  software,  maintenance, 
training,  inter-agency  service,  and  information  system  support 
personnel  for  agency  standalone,  network,  and  mainframe 
processing  requirements.  Standalone  equipment  such  as  portable 
computer  laptops  are  used  by  auditors  and  inspectors  in  the  field 
to  facilitate  data  recording  and  report  writing  and  need  to  be 
replaced  on  a  scheduled  basis.  The  headquarters  local  area 
network  facilitates  communication  and  datasharing  within  the 
agency  and  allows  development  of  information  systems  on  the 
network  to  support  audit,  inspections,  investigative  and 
management  support  missions.  Mainframe  processing  time  obtained 
through  inter-agency  support  agreement  is  used  for  management 
support  systems  such  as  the  agency  procurement  system,  inventory 
system,  and  audit  project  information  system,  and  for  audit 
statistical  analysis.  Purchase  of  a  minicomputer  in  FY  1993 
allows  the  reduced  use  of  mainframe  processing  time  as 
statistical  analysis  is  shifted  to  in-house  resources.  With  the 
purchase  of  database  management  software,  the  agency  will  begin 
development  of  the  integrated  administration  and  mission 
management  information  system  in  FY  1994,  The  management 
information  system  development  will  be  developed  in  modules, 
starting  with  administrative  systems  which  will  allow  the 
shifting  from  inter-agency  support  services  for  mainframe 
processing  to  in-house  processing  on  the  minicomputer. 

The  submission  does  not  include  any  major  information  system 
initiatives  since  the  agency  planned  initiatives  do  not  meet  the 
established  thresholds.  Finance  and  accounting  support  is 
provided  through  the  Defense  Finance  and  Accounting  Service, 
therefore,  the  agency  information  technology  activities  are  not 
categorized  as  financial  or  mixed  systems. 

Management  .rocess  Used  to  Validate  Data;  The  Office  of  the 
Inspector  General  (OIG)  executive  management  determines  the 
overall  priority  and  planning  goals  through  the  approval  of  the 
agency  five-year  automated  information  resources  management  plan. 
OIG  program  managers  submit  resource  requests  which  are  reviewed 
and  validated  by  the  agency  information  systems  directorate. 
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-Software  purchases  changes  between  fiscal  years  because 
extensive  purchases  were  made  in  FY  1993  to  convert  to  agency 
standard  application,  reducing  purchases  in  FY  1994,  but 
purchases  related  to  the  minicomputer  software  will  increase 
costs  in  FY  1995. 

-The  leased  scanner  needed  to  process  the  documents  used  for  a 
critical  investigation  was  replaced  by  purchased  scanners. 
-Training  costs  (studies  and  other  category)  increase  in  FY  1994 
because  of  training  related  to  database  management .  Training 
costs  will  decrease  in  FY  1995  because  of  the  reduction  of  OIG 
employees  and  training  received  in  earlier  years  in  standard 
software  applications.
